He wanted, in the 
first place. an imdex free from all pri- 
vate influence of authors and publish- 
ers, to tell them what ‘were the books 
they ought to read and the books they 
ought to buy, which were not by any 
means the same thing. 

The amateur adviser as to what and 
what not to read he had found an in- 
tolerable person. Such advice had 
broken up many friendships. The man 
was recommended to read a _ novel, 


| and, after getting a hundred pages into 


found it impossible to go on, and 
yet, after having read so much, found 
it unprofitable to lay it down, swore an 
enternal enmity against the man who 
recommended to him that book. 

No limitation of means could in these 
daya excuse anybody from not buying 
books, but he distinguished ‘between 
books to be read and books to be 
bought. They read in omer to see 
whether the book was worth Duying. 


He found two further classes of books— } 


the books that they borrowed from 
friends and returned, and the books 
they borrowed and did not return. The 
non-returning of books had ended more 
friendships and terminated more affec- 
tions than any other cause of which he 
was cognizant. The man who borrowed 
one volume from a set and never re- 
turned it was a man who should be 
treated like vermin, trapped or shot at 
sight, or any other of the punishments 
which mizht be extended to the least 
and vilest of mankind. 

His idea] index would be that which 
told them the best book to read on any 
subject that they might ask for, but 
his fear was that they would get no- 
body to frame any such index, because 
his life would not be safe. Authors 
and publishers who did not find their 
names and their books on the list 
would seck his life, and he might have 
to sit, Ifke the newspaper editors in 
the western states of America, with a 
couple of revolvers in his drawer, ready 
to shoot at sight the first complaining 
person that should appear.

, “on evidence from which every- 
thing that told, or might be thought to 
tell in his favor, was excluded.

It would be difficult 
to conceive of a more scathing condem- 
nation of judicial incapacity than these 
words imply. 

When Sir Forrest Fulton, after deny- 
tng Beck every opportunity to prove his 
innocence, sentenced him to seven years’

But the next day, at the request of the 
Prosecution, he rescinded that order. 
“The result was,’ states

T. H. Gurrin, a handwriting expert, 
employed by the treasury, declared let- 
ters written by Beck and Smith to be in 
the same hand. A famous American law- 
yer once said there were three kinds of 
liars—plain liars, ornate liars and expert 
liars. An examination of facsimiles of 
Smith’s and Beck’s handwriting lends 
point to the position assigned the expert 
in this classification. There is hardly any 
resemblance between them. But Mr. Gur- 
rin still continues to be employed by the 
treasury as a handwriting expert. 

Beck bore only a general resemblance 
to Smith. A comparison of the record of 
Smith’s identification marks, in the pds- 
session of the police, with Beck's fea- 
tures would have shown that he was not 
Smith. But the public prosecutor, whose 
zeal procured the conviction of. an in- 
nocent man, appears never to have con- 
sulted this record. He gets a big salary 
but his neglect will cost him no more 
than the censure implied in the commis- 
sion's report. 

After Beck had been three years in 
jail he did succeed in satisfying the home 
office that he was not Smith. But it lea 
to ne revision of his case. His petitions 
were read and pigeonholed as before. The 
staff of the home office, designed to take 
the place of a court of appeal, were so 
incompetent, so lacking in legal acumen, 
that no one seems to have comprehended 
the value of the point. “The fact is,’’ 
Says the report, ‘that if there had been 
anyone in the home office in the chair on 
of subordination up to thé permanent un- 
der secretary, whose legal training had 
enabled him to convey in a minute the 
rea] nature of the miscarriage, the at- 
tention of that official must have been 
called to the case in such a fashion as to 
compel intervention.”’

BONE RESPITED: 


MAY BE INSANE 


Governor Will Appoint a 
Commission To Investi- 
gate Case, 


Governor Terrell ‘eituuntass e@ranted a 
respite to Jack Bone, of Floyd county, 
sentenced to be hanged tomorrow, until 
January 13, 1905, in order that time 
may be gtven for inquiry into the ques- 
tion as to whether or not he is insane. 

At the urgent solicitation of Bone’s at- 
torney, FW. Copeland, Governor Ter- 
rell let the matter go over until yester- 
Gay in order that affidavits might be se- 
cured bearing on Bone’s mental condition. 
Yesterday two affidavits from reputable 
citizens of Floyd county were presented 
to the governor, expressing the view that 
Bone is of unsound mind, and it was 


stated that two other affidavits had been 
secured and would be sent here. Upon 
these affidavits the governor granted the 
respite for the purpose of giving time 
to make the necessary inquiry. 

This course was also assented to by 
Hon. Mose Wright, solicitor general of 
the Rome circuit; who informed the gov- 
ernor that the court had granted a stay 
of execution in the case of two negroes 
sentenced to be hanged on Tuesday, on 
the ground of some fault in the indict- 
ment, 

Governor Terrell will now appoint a 
commission of physicians under the act 
of i903 to inquire into Bone’s mental 
condition. If this commission reports that 
Bone is of sound mind, the execution 
will take place without further delay. 
If the commission should report that 
Bone is insane, he will be sent to the 
state sanitarium at Milledgeviile and kept 
there until he recovers his reason, when 
the sentence of the court may be exe- 
cuted. 

Bone’s crime was the murder of Farmer 
Zach Hall, of Ployd county. He was 
nder the impression that Hall had caused 
him to be sent to the chaingang, and 
threatened to ki him. He followed up 
this threat Dy going to Hall and shoot- 
ing him down while the latter was work- 
ing in the field.

ergy Without Wires. 

“How did you @iscover that this might 
be done, Mr. Tesha?” I asked. 

“I have for years been working on the 
transmission of electrical energy, and in 
1898 established a laboratory on the edge 
of the Rocky mountains near Colorado 
Springs. My laboratory there was over 
six thousand feet hign, higher than the 
top of Mount Washington, and I had ex- 
traordinary conditions for my experi- 
ments. Colorado is famous for its natu- 
ral dispvlays of electrical force. The 
earth at times is alive with electrical 
vibrations and the air is full of elec- 
tricity. I have seen twelve thousand 
lightning discharges within two 
and all within a radius of 30 miles of 
my laboratory.

while watching the

I found that this could not, be caused by 
the difference of intensity in the individ- 
ua! discharzes. 

“What could it be? 

“Through instruments made for the 
purpose 1 tested the matter from time 
to time and finally came to the conclu- 
sion that the vibrations caused by the 
lightning moved around the world and 
that there were stationary waves. 
could gauge the discharges near’ th 
laboratory and see them fade away and 
after a certain fixed period find them re- 
turning with almost no loss of power. 
In short, this planet, as big as it is. was 
acting as a conductor, and I became 
convinced that upon it not only tele- 
messages, but also the modula- 
tions of the human voice and electrical 
power in unlimited amounts, could be 
Carried around the entire globe and sent 
to any part of it with hardly any per- 
ceptible logs. With my transmitter I 
actually sent electrical vibrations around 
the world and received them again, and 
I then went on to develop my machinery. 
Is had, as I have told you, been studying 
and inventing along the lines of electrical 
transmission and was ready to take ad- 
vantage of my discovery. I have since 
so improved the means of individualiza- 
tion and isolation that such energy may 
be sent in any amount to any fixed place 
without danger of its going elsewhere 
affecting others, and I helieve the inaf- 
vidualization can be carried out to-almost 
any degree.”

“Will this enable the power of Niagara 
to be sent anywhere over the wor!d?” 

“Yes. I have heen experimenting at 
my iaboratory on Long island.

FORREST AND CEORCE ADAIR. 
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GEN. STEPHEN LEE TELLS 
GOOD STORY OF VICKSBURG 
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By General Scvephen D. Lee, 
Commander in Chief of the United Coa- 
federate Veterans. 
(Note—Below Genera] Lee frelates how 
on Christmas eve, 1862, two gallant con~ 
federate telegraph operators prevented 
tine almost complete surprise of the 
evuthern army at Vicksburg. The story 

has never been published before.) 
S is well known now, telegraph 
operators were at a premium in 
the confederucy during the ar os 
-1865. Most of the operators then 
eo northern men, who réturned home 
when tne struggle began. Major L. B. 
Daniel, of Victoria, ‘Tex., now on Gen- 
erai Van Zant’s staif, United Contederate 
Veterans, and Colonel Pantlip H. Fail, 
houston, Tex., on General 3B. D. Lee's 
sai, United Coniederate Veterans, early 
cusisted ut Vicksburg, one in an ardlery 
company and the otuer in the ¥ icksourg 
nwureuns company. They were soon 
ivund out and detailed for telegraph 
orn. Lhe writer has recently come in 
possession of some interesting minutiae 
wt tneir work, which played an imporiant 
purt in preventing tne almost complete 
surprise of the confederate army at 
¥.casburg in December, 1862, and being 
personaliy cognizant of the incident of 
ihe breaking up of the dance or bali 
Christmas eve, 1862, at Vicksburg; he 
ieels it is due to the two operators to 
put on record their valuable service. it 
prings out, too, the important part play- 
ed by the telegraph in war, and how the 
real scouting duty in many waye was 
performed. ‘ne operators frequently ran 
great risks and endured many hardships 
in common witn the soldiers in cam- 
n. The incident, too, gives an- in- 
sight into the vigilance g@@ both armies 
jn that mighty struggle. 

The second campaign organized to cap- 

ture Vicksburg was ably launched. The 
‘confederate army of General Van Dorn, 
recently defeated at Corinth, was at 
Grenada, Miss., about 22,000 strong; 
while General Grant’s union army, about 
30,000 strong, was below Oxford, Miss. 
Genera] Grant was to attack Van Dorn, 
and if he went to the assistance of 
Vicksburg he. was to follow him up by 
Jackson or Yasuv CHy toward Vicks- 
burg. Genera] Sherman at the same time 
organized an army of 32,000 men and 
sixty pieces of artillery, which, with 
Admiral Porter’s Mississippi gunboat 
fleet and some seventy transports, was 
to move rapidly down the Mississippi 
river and attack and capture \,.cksburg 
before the garrison (6,000 strong) couid 
be reinforced. The part General Grant 
was to play was frustrated by General 
Forrest, who raided into west Tennessee 
and tore up the railroads supplying 
Grant’s army, while at the same time 
General Van Dorn with confederate 
cavalry captured Holly Springs with its 
accumulated supplies, destroying them. 
This necessitated Genera] Grant’s fall- 
ing back through the country to Mem- 
phis to feed his arm:-. General Sher- 
man, however, was not apprised of Gen- 
eral Grant’s troubles, and he got safely 
off from Memphis, December 20, with 
the greatest army and flotilla with gun- 
boats combined escorting, known at that 
time in the war. He arrived at the 
mouth of the Yazoo river near Vicksburg 
Christmas day, proceeded up the Yazoo 
Yiver and disembarked his army Decem- 
ber 26 and 27, 1862; and attempted to 

Ch the bluffs near the city of Vicks- 
burg. There was severe fighting on De- 
cember 27, 28, and on the 29th he was 
defeated at Chickasaw bayou. 6 miles 
from Vicksbu with a loss of about 
2,000 men, reembarked his army 
and left the vicinity of Vicksburs. 

Story-of Daniel and Fall. 

With this introduction the writer, who 
Was at the dance Christmas eve and 
can vouch for the detafis, will let Ma- 
jor Daniel and Colenel Fah tel] the 
most interesting details. As early as 
October, 1963, after the fall of Memphis 
end the river was open to the union 
eumboats as low down as Vicksburg, a 
telegraph station was established at De 
Soto on the river bank opposite Vicks- 
ung, with Colonel Philip H. Full as 
operator, ami connecte] with a station 
in the woods I! miles south of Lake 
Providence, with Major L. S. Daniel as 
operator. Daniel was to report move- 
tents of boats on the river. The splen- 
did scouting organization of General 
Pemberton had informed him and Gen- 
eral Smith at Vicksburg of the assem- 
ling of the boats at Memphis, and the 
coneentration of troops, Dut for what 
exact ot§fect was not clearly known, and 
the first reliable information was the 
‘elegram from Daniel to Fall tellime of 
the positive approach of the great army 
imd flotilla. 

But let Daniel and Fall tell the rest. 
At my request they have sent me thetr 
recollection of the incident. L. 8S. Daniel 
in a letter of November 28, 1904, to P. 
It. Fall, at Houston, Tex., and trans- 
mitted to me, says: 

“Major Barnhart, after telling me of 
the danger of a picket outpost, asked me 
to go to Point Lookout, Ia., I'l miles 
below Lske Providence and 65 miles 
above Vicksburg, the terminus of the lit- 
tle private telegraph line owned by that 
rich planter, Horace B. Tibbotts, and 
you (Philtp H. Fall) were stationed at 
the Vicksburg end of it; that, is at De 
Soto, just across the river, and I was 
strictly instructed to watch the river day 
and night and report tm you morning 
and evening. And it was Christmas 
eve, about 8:45 p. m., dear old Major E. 
G. Warnhart and I were in our ‘eerie’ 
playing ‘old sledge,’ when a little girl, 
who ifved on the pace, came in and said, 
‘Marse Aimhart, you and Marse Daniels 
better come out here, I hears a boat 
coming.’ ‘Come now,' says the major, 
‘vou are dreaming, Artay.’ ‘No, sah, 
I theers it say choo, choo, pat, pat, pat.’

Kirby Smith, Genera] John G. Walker 
and others. History has the incident, 
but the minuttiae interests but ourselves 
and families and friends. Next morning} 
] was preparing to shoot some ducks 
near the house, when my wife came to 
the porch and said: ‘Look, Lee! quick. 
Of course, I looked for ducks or geese, 
but discovered. drakes and ganders in 
some sixty blue-coated cavalry 4): 
proaching from the nerth. I learned that 
two regiments had landed at Lake Prov 
idence and picketed the coumtfy for 
miles. This leader, Lieutenant’ Thomp | 
son, of Kansas, jay-hawkers, halteq ai 
the gate, called me with army colt six- 
shooter cocked, held menacingly at my 
anatomy, while interrogating me, Ques 
tion after question plied and answered 
romi¢ly. The interview enoed by: 
‘Young fellow, you are truthful, our 
army is fully posted on everything for a 
hundred miles, and you have answered 
me correctly; one lie would have laid 
you out; now you are my prisoner. | 
want your telegraph instruments and 
all records and your shotgun with bay 
onet; ang don’t you try to escape, fur 
death is sure.’ Well, we were all held 
prisoners on the plantation from De- 
cember 26, 1862, until the 29th of June, 
1863, when Major Earnhart with two 
squads of cavalry, headed by Genefal 
Tom Harrison and Colonel W. H. Par- 
sons, came in from the hills, cleaned 
out the guards and took us to Delhi.” 

Colonel Fall tells the balance: -! 

“Christmas Eve, the night of the ball, 
was a tempestous night, and I was in 
dread of my red light being extinguished 
by the high waves. The Mississippi was | 
very rough: had my light gone out our 
batteries woud have annihilated me, 
but with what information as I possess- 
ed I woulg have made the attempt in 
face of certain death. A half hour after 
Daniel, at Lake Providence, gave me 
the news. it was imparted to General 
Smith. No courier could have come 75 
miles in half an hour. I was muddy 
and woe hezgone as I passed through 
the dancers and they gave me a wide 
herth. when I stepped in front of Gen- 
eral Smith, he scanned me critically and 
frowned with the exclamation: ‘Well, 
sir, what do you want? I told him 
eighty-one gunboate and transports had 
passed Lake Providence and were still 
passing. He turned very pale. and in 
a loud voilee exclaimed: ‘This hal} is 
at an end; the-enemy are coming down 
the river, all mon-combatants must 
leave the cfty.” He had presence of 
mind enough to thank me and apologize 
at the harsh toner. In regard ito his 
report, I see no mention as to how 
he got nis information. I suppose he 
Jost sight of me in the excitement fol- 
lowing. I received a letter some time 
ago from James Roach, of Vicksburg. 
reminding me of how I broke un the 
ball that never to be forgotten night.” 

The details as are given above by the 
two parttrinants are essentially correct 
My recollection {is distinct as to this 
ball. and itx sudden collange soon after 
midright. December 24. by the arrival 
of the hearer of the important Informa 
tion. The viriter on Christmas day 
moved ont of Vicksburg with six regi. 
ments of infantry and two batteries to 
check General Sherman in his landine 
en the Yasoo river, 13 miles distant. 
On December 29 was fovgeht the de- 
cisive hattle of Chickasaw Rayon, which 
compelled - General Sherman to turn 
back his army and abandon the attack 
on the city. The movement on Christ- 
mas day was the result of the telegram 
sent by Danfel near Lake Providence} 
and recetved by Fall at De Soto, La., 
and delivered ta Genera; Smith at the 
ball in the city of Vicksburg. |

Preventing Railroad Accidents, 

The reference in the president’s mes- 
sage to the alarming frequency and 
fatal character of railroad accidents 
in all parts of the country voiced the 
general feeling of apprehension and 
| public protest. This is a chapter of 
‘horror in the story of our modern 
| progress, and it is high time remediaj 
|/measures were adopted—legislative, 
if necessary; by other means, if pos 


| sible. 

In the current Engineering Maga- 
zine is an interesting article on this 
|important question, in which the 
Claim is made that a Jarge number 
of railroad accidents are the result 
of sheer recklessness and _ careless- 
ness on the part of trainmen, in which 
their superiors frequently connive or 
‘at which they wink. The rules, gen- 
erally speaking, are all right enough. 
If followed to the fetter there would 
be a suprising falling off in the num- 
ber of accidents yearly. Most of the 
accidents that do occur are no dvuubt 
| preventable. The article says hun- 
‘dreds of violations by employees 
/never attract official attention or are 
| overlooked because nothing serious 
‘comes of them. Instances are cited 
of trains running within only a fc.w 
hundred yards of each other, when a 
very much greater distance should n- 
tervene, and of the failure of flagmen 
to run back to signal trains following 
'when short stops are made. The 
average American trainman is too 
free and easy about “taking chances.” 
Sometimes he comes out all right, but 
occasionaiiy he does not. Then the 
| newspaper reader is shocked by har- 
‘rowing headlines. 
| Taat a large per cent of railroad 
‘accidents might be ‘prevented by a

rigid insistence on the part of rail 
road officials that orders be followed 
| to the letter would seem to be den:- 
onstraled by recent experiments made 
‘on the Union Pacific and other lines 
of the Harriman system, with a view 
to seeing how implicitly orders were 
_ being followed and what relation such 
'disobedience bore to the number ot 
'accidents occurring on this pasticu- 
lar system. We quote the description 
of the result: 

A series of Signal tests was established 
so as to learn about the efficiéncy of the 
‘disciplin@é on the road and it was found 
that only 64 per cent of them were ob- 
served. In other words, in nearly 40 
‘cases out of 100 an engineer would take 
‘his chances by running past a cautionary 
signal. A great outcry was made against 
these tests, but the company. persisted 
in them. They first compared the aver- 
ages of accidents on their lines with those 
on the rest of the railroads in the coun- 
try, and have been steadily reducing 
them. The result has been that on a. 
train mileage basis the number of casual- 
ties on the Harriman system was 50 per 
cent of the average on all other’ limes. 
During last October the number of fail- 
ures in 993 tests observed Was only five, 
and it is on this basis that promotioxs 
are now made on the road. 

This is enlightening and would 
seem to be conclusive. It woula be 
well fo otuer railroads to inaugurate 
similar experiments and to base pro- 
motion on faithful cbedience to the 
company’s rules. We think the same 
result would be noted on other roads, 
and a general application of the plan 
would probably cause railroad acci-

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IN MEMORY OF THE PIONEERS LEWIS AND CLARKE 
NORTHWEST PREPARES TO HOLD GREAT EXPOSITION 
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By Frank L. Merrick. 

Portland, Ore., December 17.—(Special.) 
The Forestry building at the Lewis and 
Clark Centennial, at Portland, Ore., wili 
go down in history as the unique struct- 
ure of all expositicns. 

Not only is the building a new depart- 
ure in exposition structures, but it is a 
marvelous modern example of the pio- 
meer architecture of the great Oregon 
country—a gigantic log house. 

It is mot a log cabin: rt ts a log pae- 
ace, complifying in its composition the 
forest wealth of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. Giants of the forest, perhaps old 
when these sturdy explorers, Lewis and 
Clark, penetrated into what is now term- 
ed the Pacific northwest, one hundred 
years ago, have been sacrificed in build- 
ing this monument in those men’s mem- 
ory. 

This mastodon structure of rough hewn 
logs, typically American in design, 
stands out in striking contrast with its 
stately neighbors of beauty and grace 
In the style of the Spanish renaissance. 
Situated on an eminence at the edge of 
a natrual park of beautiful trees and 
velvety lawns, overlooking Guild’s lake 
and the Willamette river, with five snow- 
capped mountain peaks bounding the 
herizon. the view from the galleries of 
this building far surpasses anything of 
its kind in exposition history. 

The Forestry building, besides being « 


Immense Logs in Guild’s Lake Before They Were Hauled Off the

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aor exhibit itself, will contain all the 
finished products of the forest as well 
as the woods in their native state. The 
Structure is 206 feet in length by 102 
feet in width and its extreme height is 
70 feet. In its construction two miles 
of five and six-foot fir logs, eight miles 
of poles and tons of shakes and cedar 
shingles were used. One of the monster 
logs* weighs thirty-two tons and many 
of this size were used. The logs have 
been left in the rough with the bark on. 
and lichens, the delicate tracery of fern 
against the rugged brown of the bark, 
clambering vines and _ rustic hanging 
baskets of forest flowers will lend a 
charming touch of picturesque wildness. 

To say that some of the base logs of 
the building are 6 feet in diameter and 
52 feet long means little to the average 
person. A more comprehensive idea of 
the immensity of these logs may be had

On the one hand there is the | 
fear that any commission of three men | 
would be dominated by the railroads and 
would do their bidding; on the other hand 
there is the fear that such a boy might 
be stacked against the railroads in such 
a way as to lose its judicial character and 
become an instrument of unnecessary op- 
pression. 

Some of the strongest anti-railroad men 
in both branches of congress oppose the 
commission's idea of unlimited power and, 
for the same reason, the president’s ideas 
as set forth in his message. They con 
tend that the rate question is such an in- 
tricate one, and the possibilities of mis- 
use of power by any future commission 
so great, that some other means 
of reaching the desired end must be 
adopted.

The Day Was a Struggle Between 
thé Snow and Wind and the 
Clear Weather — Weather 
Today Will Be Fair 
and Cold. 


Fair weather is promised by the weath- 
er man for today, though there will be 
little if any change in the condition of 
the temperature, the cold weather con- 


tinuing. \ 
Fitful weather predominated yesterday 


morning and afternoon. For a while it 
would look like the clouds intended to 
clear away and permit the sun to shine 
through, and then when the prospects for 
clear weather would stretch out most 
alluringly to those preparing to go out 
shopning, the clouds would take posses- 
sion again, the snow would start and the 
winds begik to biow. 

It was the:most unpromising kind of 
weather for shoppers. Any other kind 
would have suited better than the cold 
driving snow and the wind, which at 
times swept the streets with a velocity of 
46 miles an hour. 

A sudden change from a clear to a 
cloudy sky began late Friday night and 
continued through yesterday. Several 
times during the night the sky would 
clear up for a few minutes and the moon 
and stars would begin to shine. Police- 
men laying aside their rubber coats would 


‘venture outside for a few minutes only 
‘to be forced to go back to the police sta- 
‘tion again to prepare for rain. 


At 6 o’clock yesterday morning the 
thermometer showed a temperature of 39 
degrees. For two or three hours it lin- 
gered about this point, but by 9 o’clock 
a gradual descent in temperature of | de- 
gree made itself felt. ’ 

The biggest drop in temperature of the 
day, however, came at 12 o’clock, which 
combined with snow and high winds, 
caused no little inconvenience to shop- 
pers. The temperature dropped from 38 
to 33, almost to freezing point, From 
10:53 until 11:13 o’clock there was a 
slight snow, while another snow came 
down between 12:30 and 12:55 o'clock. 
Altogether during the day 3-10 of an inch 
of snow fell.

“Two letters from General  Stoessel 
(commander of the Russian military 
forces at Port Arthur) to General Nogi

evening. The first read as follows: 

Hospitals Bombarded. 

“*T have the honor to inform you that 
your artillery has bombarded our hos- 
pitals, which are plainly distinguished by 
red cross flags. These insignia are vis- 
ible from your artillery positions. I re- 
quest you to: prohibit the bombardment. 
I make the request from my high es- 
teem for our brave heroes who after 
giortously fighting with your force lie 
wounded in the hospitals under the red 
cross.

Theré are §6,000 men in the line of forts 
and their periods of rest are few.

CRUMPACKER WRITES — 
OF THE RACE PROBLEM 


Congressman Who Would Cut South’s Representa- 
tion Writes Hon. W. H Fleming--Some Signi- 
ficant Concessions Made by Crumpacker. 


Augusta, Ga., December. 17.—(Special.)— 
M>. Fleming’s interview on the race 
problem, published in last Sunday’s 
Ccnstitution, attracted very general and 
favorable attention over the state, and 
he has received numeroug private let- 


ters indorsing his views. 
Mr. Fleming was asked by The Con- 


siitution representative for his opinion | 


about the Platt bill and the Crumpacker 
pian of reducing southern representa- 
tron. 

Mr. MPleming said: 

“The south need have no fear of Sen- 
-pitor Pilatt’s bill As reported in the 
press dispatches, it is based on the prop- 
osition to apportion congressional repre- 
sentation among the several states, ac- 
cording to the number of persons who ac- 
tually go to the polls and vote, The con- 
_gtitution reguires such representation to 
ve based on population, subject to reduc- 
tion for state disfranchisement, as pro- 
vided in the fourteenth amendment. 

“In the republic of ancient Athens, 
there was a law placing a penalty on a 
citizen who neglected to cast his pallot. 
It is a curious piece of history, also, 
that in the first constitution of the state 
of Georgia, adopted at Savannah, Febru- 
ary 5, 1777, there was a provision that 
a person who a®Dsented himself from 
an election and neglected « give in his 
ballot’ should be subject to a penaity 
‘not exceding £5.’ 


= 


the advantages we need for self-proter- 
tion. 

“Why should we ‘surrender that ad- 
vantage and imperil our representation 
in congress, every fraction of which we 
may need any day to protect our indus- 
trial interests? 

“Some of our people may think it wise 
in consideration of the proposed future 
repeal of the fifteenth amcndment to 
trade off one or more of our congress- 
men—which might be done possibly with- 
out serious damage to the public inter- 
ests—but there will be no such consider- 
ation paid. The fifteenth amendment will 
not be repealed. Small as our loss might 
be, the trade would be two one sided for 
our serious consideration. 

“What I wish to stress 1s, the folly 
of agitating in Georgia for a constitu- 
tional ameridment so as to permit the 
enactment of a disfranchisement law. 

“The common sense of the people look- 
ing only to their self-interest, aside from 
any high moral consideration, ought to 
bring about an early collapse of that 
movement.”’

Former Refusing To 
Restore Wages. 


Fall River, Mass., December !7.—A con- 
ference lasting for over four hours was 
held in this city today, between repre- 
sentatives of the cotton manufacturers 
and their striking operatives, but no 
agreement was reached and a settlement 
of the great strike, involving 26,000 mill 
hands, appears as distant as ever. 

The conference was brought about as a 
result of a trip made by the leaders of 
the strike this week to New York, where 
they discussed the situation with Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor, who is also vice president of the 
National Civic Federation, and President 
John Mitchell, of the United Mine Work- 
ers, and other members of the executive 
committee of the civic federation. 

No proposition looking toward a settle- 
ment was submitted by the manufactur- 
ers. The strike leaders suggested an ar- 
rangement whereby the operatives shoula 
go back to work at a reduction of 6% 
per cent, or one-half the reduction votea 
last July by the manufacturers, and thar 
the mill hands should work at this reduc- 
tion for at least three months. 

Will Not Restore Wages. 

It-3vas suggested that at the end of that 
time another conference be held, with a 
view to restoring the old rate of wages. 
This proposition was quickly rejected by 
the manufacturers 

The textile representatives then ex- 
pressed their willingness, in case all other 
plans were rejected, to recommend to the 
other unions that the matter be submitted 
to arbitration by a committee of the exec- 
utive board of the National Civic Feder- 
ation, this decision to be final. 

The idea was discussed at some length, 
but no action was taken on it. 

A special meeting of the textile council 
will be held tomorrow, when the matter 
of submitting the dispute to arbitration 
will be discussed. 

If the general sentiment appears to be 
decidedly in favor of the plan, it will be 
submitted to the manufacturers in writ- 


ing.

There 
was a little stream near by and at- 
tracted by the sight of some smal! fishes 
therein, Mr. Crosby fired his pistol at 
them, and in answer to his shot there 
came a faint echo. Firing again, the cail 
came louder and clearer, and soon, over 
the plateau and down the rough moun- 
tain side; came his faithful servant 
with a relay of men and ponies and pro- 
visions. The most interesting discovery 
made during Mr. Crosby’s travels was 
the finding of an ancient manuscript 
bearing on the early history of central 
Asia, and this is now being transiated. 

Mr. Crosby is also engaged on a work 
on Tibet, its history, ancient and mod- 
ern, and fits experience there during his 
recent travels. He tells me that into 
this book he intends to put not only 
facts and experiences. but much of his 
own unique and interesting philosophies 
and conclusions concerning the condi- 
tions, social and moral, of mankind, 
past and present, conditions he has ob- 
served over the known globe and con- 
clusions he has reached therefrom.

Savannah, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, December !7.—The opening 
of the week gave every appearance of a 
fenewa] of stock markt demoralization 
in as acute a form as that of Thursday 
of week.

.922,500. The loss of the latter, of course,

Perhaps the most remarkable of al! the 
relics of the civil war which North Caro- 
lina has in its museum at Raleigh is the 
smokestack of the Albemarle, a vessel!

The can- 
non for her armament was sent from the 
Norfolk navy yard, which the confed- 
erates had taken in June, 1861, upon its 
abandonment by the federal forces. The 
iron used in plating the vessel was rolled 
at the Tredegar iron works at Richmond. 
the material used being railway — iron, 
which was taken from the side tracks 
of a road or two in North Carolina and 
sent to Richmond for this purpose. 
The vessel was relied upon to drive the 
federal forces from northeastern North 
Carolina, ‘where they had taken posses- 
sion. The Albemarle sank or disabled 
or captured several federal vessels, but 
was finally sunk at her wharf at Ply- 
mouth by the daring of Lieutenant Cush. 
ing, the boy officer of the United States 
navy, who, after weeks of watching. 
lying in the marshes, succeeded one night 
in getting a torpedo over her boom and 
under her. The explosive did the wor 
and the vessel sank to remain in. the 
mud. Her smokestack was saved, riddled 
with shot and shell as it was, and is an 
object of interest to thousands of vis- 
itors to the hail of history at Raleigh.

Cuiristmas itself in the ‘hearts and 
homes of Atlanta people has been far 
from what f ought to be. Rev. Dr. Ira 
Landrith, secretary of the Religious Ed- 
ucation Association, has written for As- 
gociation Men one of the most helpful, 
enjoyable ang sane articles on the ob- 
servance of Christmas the writcr has 
ever read. Part of this article is Well 
worth reproduction in the columns of 
The Constitution. The title Dr. Lan- 
drith has given the article is: “A 
Manly Observance of the Birthday ‘ of 
Christ.” In part he says: . 

An invitation has been issued to every 
Christian man to participate in the cel- 
@bration of the natal day of the Man of 
Galilee. It is likely that all will ac- 
cept; there will be returned few ‘‘re- 
egrets.” But when the anniversary 4r- 
rives and the guests assemble, what will 
he the character of the exercises? We 
have heard much this year about a “sane 
Fourth of July,’’ such a celebration of 
Independence day in the United States 
es would be worthy of patriotism and 
consonant with common sense; but not- 
withstanding all the press and popular 
clamor for a more dignified and less 
dengerous Fourth there were the usuat 
number of disasters and violent deaths 
and the ordinary amount of drunkenness 
and debauchery, all this in the name and 
for the sake of ‘“‘freédom.” It was a 
lamentable farce, with some of the ele- 
ments of tragedy. Is a sane Christmas 
also impossible? Must Christmas eve, 
full as it is of sweet and sSacrei re- 
minders of amgels’ anthem of peace and 
good will, be a night of din and discord, 
wild and heedless hilarity and unbrtiled 
self-indulgence? Shall the day we cele- 
trate as the birthday of our Lord be de- 
voted alone to merry-making, selfish 
and therefore unchristlfke gratificaticn 
of physical appetites and the giving of 
wifts to none but those friends who are 
expected, because they are able, to give 
to us in return good measure, pressed 
down, shaken together and running 


over? 
Real Christmas Joy. 

This is no plea for a lugubrious Christ- 
mas holijay, a melancholy and mournful 
celebration of au event which was de- 
signed to bring, not grief, but “joy to 
the work.” But it is, since the Beth- 
lehem birth, more blessed to give than 
to receive; aad we are at last beginning 
to discover that there is a difference 
between noise and joy. The day we 
assume to be the anniversary of the one 
upon ‘which Jesus was born ought to be 
no iess a blessed and genuinely joyous 
Sabbath than is Easter. Yet we wor- 
ship the Lord, with scng 2nd bloom and 
beauty on the resurrection day and are 
accustomed, too many of us, to ‘forget 
that we even have a Lord anj Savior 
on the birthday of the King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords.

And, as the practical philanthropist is 
in a high sense a teacher, it is necessary 
that be in turn be taught and approach 
his problem with a large measure of ex- 
perience and trained intelligence. Philan- 
thropy needs to be in &@ sense a learned 
profession.

HE author of this novel needs no 
T introduction. Everybody’ knows 

‘Tom Watson, an honest man, a 
great historian and a popular hero in 
politics. He is so really distinguished as 
to have been able to shed all his titles 
and even the formal <yliable of his first 
name. : 

“Bethany” is a story of-the old 
south. The scenes are laid first near 
a middle Georgia. village, later they 
shift to the battlefields of the south. 
But the curtain falls at last upon the 
old home made desolate ©y war and 
famine. And nothing like it for sin- 
cerity and clarity of vision has been 
written before of this period by any 
author, north or south. The very words 
amj phrases used are as indigenous to 
the south as corn and cotton are to her 
soil. We know by this time that the 
ornate literary style belongs to the 
writer who fails to see his subject 
cleanly, and who kicks up a dust of 
pretty words to cover his deficiency as 
an-artist. But Watson can afford the 
simple Anglo-Saxon style because he has 
the single eye, especially when it comes 
to historical details. His perspactive 
reaches into this wonderland of the old 
south as directly as if a hundred char- 
latang had not crowded the 40 years of 
distance with a thousand false illusions. 
There is no bragging, so common in the 
fiction from this section; no impudent 
}cockney pictures of southern tfadies and 
gentlemen which have so long offended 
the truth and good taste of peopie who 
Krew better, and, above ali, he has 
avoided the vulgarity of abusing the 
north, a feature which has disgraced 
novels from both sections this year. 
Toembds, to be sure, makes his bitterly 
partisan speeches. But the most finicky 
old maid in Boston could not expect an 
author to make a decorous paragon of a 
man like Toombs in a story. Toombs 
had another, greater’ vocation than be- 
ing @ Miss Nancy. BesWes, there is 
Stephens in this book to offset him with 
a2 more academic intelligence and a 
much more conservative — spirit. In 
short, what Watson sees he writes out

Presently, when <cvery home influence 
has been invoked to arouse ang charm 
the reader’s mind and memory, Toombs 
and Stephens drive up, to spend the 
night on their way to a circuit court. 
Now, Watson was born in ’56, but he 
represents himself as a little boy sit- 
ting in a firelit corner beside his grand- 
father’s hearth upon this occasion list- 
ening to these great men discuss seces- 
sion and the northern '§ abolitionists. 
And there is no mistaking the fact that 
he was the identical little boy here re- 
ferred to. We recognize him by the 
thinness of his legs, by the large head, 
and, especially, by the earnest intelili- 
gence with which he listened and 
watched the changing expressions of 
the gpeakers. But whether he has taken 
the literary license of adding half a 
dozen years to his age or not, he has 
given us such a picture of Toombs, 
Stephens, Herschel V. Jchnson and oth- 
ers as we ghall not get anywhere else. 
The spirit of democracy has always 
been broader in Georgia than in other 
southern states. The friendliness which 
existed between al] classes of whites 
epen ibefore the war was genuine; and 
Watson is at pains to demonstrate in 
this story that her great men were in 
@ peculiar sense the oracles of the peo- 
ple. There was an intimate, vital rela- 
tion thetween them and the common 
people. They personified, each in a 
claracteristic way those qualities which 
belonged to the spint of all Georgians, 
great and small. Nor is this all. When 
Toombs speaks at a Bethany -barbecue 
on states rights and other questions of 
the day in his usual impassioned man- 
ner, Watson sees to it that Stephens is 
on rand to reply, to lift a frail, restrain- 
ing hand against the fioodtide of war 
talkk. But our vision igs not holden to 
these two great actors in the drama. 
We see the slaves preparing the feast; 
we hear the ‘‘cracker’s’’ droll speech; 
we note the important citizen, past bius- 
tering now, searching anxiously for the 
signs of the times in scenes about 
him, and we near the young Men pro- 
claiming their willingness to whip the 
Yankees, while the author thrusts in an 
illustration to show that they were 
equatiy ready to shoot one another 
upon the slightest provocation. The is- 
sues of the day had put a savage fever 
in men’s blood, so that they were no 
longer responsible in the old peaceful | 
sense. ‘ 

Watson's dramatic instincts are al-: 
ways centered in political issues, and so | 
when it comes to the romantic latter | 
half of hig story, he gives some char- 
acter sketches of camp life on the field,

' London, December 1!7.—The late grand 
duke of Mecklenburg’s personal estate in 
the United Kingdom has been valued at 
£33,800. One passage of his will reads: 
“We bequeath to our dear consort H. 
R. H. and love the grand duchess 
(Princess Augusta Caroline of Great 
Britain, sister of the late duke of Cam- 
bridge), whom we at this stage once 
more thank with all our hearts for the 
love and fidelity that she has at all 
itimes shown, and also for her invariable 
laffection, as the share of the estate due 
to her by virtue of ‘ther appointment as 
‘heiress, and whilst waiving that which 
has been made over to her under the 
marriage settlement, an annuity for life 
of thalers 20,000 marks 60,000."’ 
The grand duke desired that arrange- 
‘ments should be made for a courtier or 
‘chamberlain to manage the affairs of the 
‘grand duchess, and, reciting the wills of 
shis father and grandfather, he expressed 
‘the opinion that in the event of a change 
in the constitution it would be deSirable 
‘that the grand ducal property should 
remain vested in his successors in title. 
‘He desired that in the event of War of 
insurrection or other danger, the family 
trust funds should be deposited in the 
3ank of England. The present grand 
\duke is the residuary legatee, but there 
are substantial bequests to other Trela- 
tives, and a sum of 30,000,000 marks is

body. upon the condition of their raising 
an equivalent sum for the same object, 
the interest only of which should be 
used.

“Three of the hardest day’s work Il 
ever did in my life was done right here 
during the fall of 1836, just twenty years 
ago, when ‘old master’ ordered Malcolm 
John, Ben Thorpe and me to cut down a 
whopping big white oak tree, some 3 
feet in diameter, and dig up every root 
we could (find, within three . days,” 
said Hon. David FE. Butler, of MPdi- 
son, when on a visit to Penfield, Greene 
county, during the commencemént. of 
Mercer University of the year 1856. He 
was standing on the street north of the 
vollege campus, indulging in reminisenceés 
of the first days of Mercer. That good 
oid man, Rev. Billington M. Sanders, 
whom Butler called ‘“‘old master,” was 
the principal of the institute, and for 
many years first president of Mercer | 


University. During its first several years, 
the school was a manual labor school, | 
and Mr. Sanders overlooked the work of, 
the boys on the farm, us well as taught} 
them in the school room. Hence the 
Boys gave him the name of ‘‘old master,” 
and his good wife ‘old miss,’ imitating 
the tender parlance of the southern 
slave, always meant by these terms, sin-

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fillyer, who is himself a graduate of 
the institution, at the last commence- 
ment, he said: 

“When in her infancy, at oid Penfield, 
ishe built her first cabin in the. woods,

natural] sciences, out of wood and ivory 
and a sheet of brass, or such like rude 
materials, with his own hands, made a 
theodolite, and an air pump, both of 
which. as Professor Sanford tells us, 
‘answered their purposes suprisingly well. 
'Those who know how costly and fine 
such instruments are at the factories of 
| standard instrument makers can bette? 
tappreciate the skill, the fidelity and the 
|zeal of our first professor in the sciences. 
'These first instruments Would be inter- 
lesting relics to place beside the far finer 
outfit of latter days. But they are long 
gince lost, just as Israel, it would seem— 
lost the rod with which Moses smote the 
rock in the Wilderness and the trimbrel 
‘with which Miriam danced on the sea- 
shere, 
Proved Rotation of the Earth. 

“T gaw in a scientific periodical an ac- 
count of the tecent demonstration in 
Berlin, by a noted scientist, of the rota- 
tion of the earth, on its axis by the 
Faucault pendulum experiment. It gave 
all the details. There was a long rod or 
pendulum hung high in a tower, wit 
heavy leaden ball and sharp point swing- 
ing at the lower end, and the large grad- 
uated circle, in Part of the arc of which 
the pendulum should make its predicted 
twelve hours’ travef. Then there was 
the critical audience of students, pro- 
feasors and savants, who stood by admir- 
ing and giving the sure yemiict of suc- 
cess. It was told as something not only 
striking, but new. Now, in 1852, only 4 
few months after Faucault published his 
interesting discovery, I saw Professor 
Willet using the cupola on the old chapel 
in Penfield for his tower, and with a like 
long pendulum and ‘heavy ball and grad- 
uated circle on the floor below, perform 
that identical experiment and make the 
demonstration with perfect success. I 
never knew Willett to be otherwise than 
charming and clear in demonstration” 

Of tae@ great and grand old man, Pro- 
fessor Sanford, who became connected 
with this institution in 1889, and served 
it consecutively fifty-three years, Judge 
Hillyer says: 

“If you followed Sanford he would 
take you far up the mountain side in the 
pure air of logararythms and calculus, 
but I never saw any one who could go 
with him quite to the top. Those two 
men, when in their prime, were a joy and 
a sunbeam. Their inspération has gone 
with me through Hfe, and is with me 
yet.” 

Professor Willett served the college in 


delight, to see Mercer, who first housed 
boys in double log cabins, rise to be one 
of the foremost colleges in the land. 

The Beard of trustees of this institu- 
tion always considered it a matter of 
great importance to have good instruc- 
tors, that the elevation of character and 
usefulness of a coltege depended more 
upon the talent and learning and moral 
principles of its faculty than on the 
number and splendor of its edifices.

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ANTI-SALOON CONVENTION 
TO MEET AT MADISON 


By J. B. Richards. 


A. convention of al! those, interested in 
the movement now in progress in Georgia 
by the American Anti-Saloon League is 
called by the Georgia state executive com- 
mittee to meet at Madison, Ga., on the 
22d of this month. 

At this meeting there will be organ- 
zed a permanent. state Anti-Saloon 
league, and plans will be formulated for 
a most active and effective campaign. 
it ig anticipated that a reprasentative 
sathering of a}] those interested in the 
tight egeinet the liquor traffic in Georgia 
will be on thhand to perfect the state or- 
zanization. 

Mr, FE. 8. Chapman, of California, says 
“The Anti-Saloon League is dogmatic in 
that it has a definite object in view, 
with epecific plans and methods. and it 
i8 opportunist in that it is going to get 
there. It has a definite point of de- 
parture, with a definite goal.”’ 

We should regard the liquor traffic 
only ag it is, not allowing it to appear 
under false colors. The liquor traffic 
should not be called a business, but a 
crime, for it is simply that and noth- 
ing else. Then, if it be a crime it is 
certainly a crime to support it. 

' That which is in reality a crime can- 
not be made, other than a criminality 
by any legal enactment on the part of 
the government, or by the sanction of 
Christian people. As a criminalfty there 
is only one logical way of dealing with 
the saloon, yiz: its absolute and final 
_#nnihilation, oa 
~ Jf the liquor traffic is not a great 
wrong then there is nothing wrong un- 
der the sun. 

ere is one of three nossible places 
of classification for the saloon—a _  busi- 
ness, a charity, or a crime. It is a 
fd that a business of any kind is for 
profit or service. 

Charity is for service only, while 
efime is for profit only. The liquor traf- 
fie cannot therefore be classed as a busi- 
ness, for it renders no helpful service 
to anybody or anything. It robs its 
patrons, is a clog to business, and a 
foul destroyer of the peace and happi- 
ness of the community and the home. 

It breeds criminals, shields and pro- 
tects crime, and is itself the crime of all 
crimes. 

The government would be as justified 
in legalizing a procurer’s house (a man 
who secures girls for traffic) as it is in 
sranting saloon privileges for a mone- 
‘ary consideration. 

Yet we find a man occasionally, a man 
of high standing and official position, 
utterly unmindful of his const?tuency, 
using the power invested in his office to 
defend the saloon keeper on the ground 
that certain legislation does not give 
the saloon man a “fair chance.” The 
dea of giving a criminal a “fair chance” 
to carry on his infernal practices of de- 
bauchery and ruin in the community! 

Give a highwayman a “fair chance” 
to rob and destroy his subject! 

The Anti-Saloon League holds that it 
is high time to give the boy a “fair 
chance” to save himself, and an oppor- 


itunity to become something in this life. 
It is a very bad thing for men to get 
drunk. It ig worse even that men should 
be drunkard-makers. But it is far 
worse for men (many of them claiming 
to be Christian citizens) to legislate pro- 
tection for the drunkard-maker in his 
deadly assault upon a decent commu- 
nity. And worse still to grant such 
privilege for a money consideration. 
What would you think of Uncle Sam 
should he legalize the busineas of pro- 
curer in his hellish attack upon umwary, 
pure girls—your girl or mine—for a mon- 
etary consideration? There is not a 
man of you who woukid not recoil from 
such a thought. Do we love Our boys 
so much less than we are willing to go 
on forever without some special effort 


liquor curse? 

But, then, we are told, “You can’t pos- 
sibly suppress ft, and we need the rev- 
enue.”” Bvery man making such a dec- 
Rei dishonors God, and slanders his 
ellowmen. Ie the saloon a greater fac- 
tor in the community than the church 
of the living God? Is the saloon above 
and greater than law? Is the whisky 
bottle more potent than the Bible? To 
admit that we cannot suppress such 
{an iniquitous wrong in the community is 
an exhibition of moral cowardice, the 
like of which ig not evinced in any other 
matter of dealings among men. It is 
utterly unlike that true American man- 
hood heretofore in evidence with refer- 
ence to any other common ,sense  busi- 
ness transactions. 

It can be done, and it will be done, 
whenever Christian men in the name of 
Jehovah determine that it shail be done. 

The American <Anti-Saioon League, 
now organizing in Georgia, is an inter- 
denominational nonpartisan temperance 
onganization, having but one ultimate 
purpose in view, the final overthrow of 
the veverage, liquor traffic, and to this 
end invites the united cooperation of all 
churches, temperance sacieties, political 
parties in one great organized effort for 
the suppression of the whole business in 
Georgia. The wonderfu] success attain- 
@j in many other states very greatly en- 
courages the workers here, and inspires 
them to still greater efforts in attempt- 
ing to harnesg ail the forces for the war- 
fare.

Y. M. C. A. College Work. 

The work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association among the college men has 
been instrumental in accomplHshing mar- 
velous changes in the spiritual life 
the American student body. Institutions 
which were looked upon as least prom- 
ising from a religious standpoint, have 
developed an activity along spiritual 
limes that ia surprising, state and govern- 
ment institutions often leading the dis- 
tinectively denominational colleges in 
these matiers Added to the evangelistic 
work, and the persona] efforts for the 
winning of men to Christ, there is a vast 
amount of Bible study done in regularly 
Organized classes, which is making its 
impress on the ‘whole college life. West 
Point has 250 men enrolled in these class- 
es. Annapolis has 100, Pennsylvania 
State College has i638, Iowa State Univer- 
sity has over 500, our own institution at 
Gettysburg has over 100, and is planning 
to reach 125. Universities jike Yale and 
Cornell, expect to have enrolled from 500 
to 700 during the year. A remarkable 
feature of the work is the formation of 
fraternity Bible classes which have been, 
or are about to be established in more 
than 75 of the coHeges of the land. The 
classes are held in the fraternity houses. 

The Bible classes are generally conduct- 
ed by student leaders, and in order to 
sive poise and safety to the movement 
there are classes for the leaders, often 
ed by the professors of the institutions. 
In addition to this there are frequent in- 
stitutes and conferences of student work- 
ers of neighboring colleges, for counsel, 
and to stimulate more general interest 
among the general student body. Pres- 
ent indications seem to promise the en- 
roliment of from 35,000 to 40,000 men 
in the Bible classes of the colleges of 
the United States for the current year. 
Figures from southern colleges are not

Why so much effort if it resulted in 
nothing? Was it a case where the 
mountain was in travail and brought 
forth ‘a mouse. The leaders of the 
northern church do not deny a change 
in doctrines, while their assembly can 
rightly say that they have “not im- 
paired the system” of dgoctrine. The Sys- 
tem is Calvinistic still, with liberal ele- 
iments inserted, and Cumberland Presby- 
‘tertans have always claimed to be Cal- 
vinists, though of the lwberal type, But 
this by way of divergence. 

This revision consisted of minor 
changed sections, a declaratory state- 
ment’ amj two new chapters, and in it 
the ‘‘whosoever will’’ idea was given ex- 
pression in statements such as the fol- 
lowine: 

The declaratory statement asserts: 
“The doctrine of His (God's) love to 
all mankind, His gift of His Son to be 
the propitatior for the sins of the whole 
world and His readiness to bestow His 
saving grace over ali who seek it;’’ also 
“the doctrine that God aestres not the 
death or any sinner, but has provided in 
Christ a salvation sufficient for all, 
adapted to all, and freely offered in the 
gospel to all; that no man is condemned 
except on the ground of ais sin;’’ also 
that “‘all dying in infancy are included 
in the election of grace and are regen- 
erated and saved by Christ through the 
sprit.” . 

In the new chapter on the love of God 
and missions we have this: 

“In the gospel God declares His love 
for the world and His desire that all 
men should be saved, reveals fully and 
clearly the only way of salvation; prom- 
ises eternal life to all who truly repent 
and believe in Christ; tnvites and com- 
mands all to embrace the offered mercy; 
and by His spirit accompanying the word 
pleads with men to accept ‘is gracious 
invitation.”

The adoption of this 
overture by the northern presbyteries 
will go far to make that better under- 
standing between the sections which we 
all so much desire. 

I delay the end to 
of 2 few minor matters. The 
vote by the presbyteries stands 
at present: In the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church, for union, 32; against, 22, 
with 60 presbyteries yet to vote, Majority 
required to carry, 58. In the northern 
church, for union, 68; against, 4, with 
162 presbyteries yet to vote. Two-thirds 
majority required to carry 155. The fus 
ture can probably be estimated by the 
showing already made in both churches. 
If the union carries, it will result in the 
bringing together of the 1,100,000 mem- 
bers on the one hand and the 185,000 
on the other. 

If union is desirable in this case it is 
ikewise desirable within other church- 
family lines. To promote this unity by 
Protestantism it would be well for all to 
follow the spirit of the plea made in the 
basis of union of these churches:

He thus defines the “‘Essence of Sim- 
plicity’’ “‘Simplicity is a atate of the 
mind. It dwells in the main intentions of 
our lives. A man is simple when his chief 
care is the wish to be what he ought to 
that is honestly and naturally hu- 
man; and this is neither so easy nor 380 
impossible as one might think, At bot- 
tor it consists in putting our acts and 
aspirations in accordance with the law 
of our being, and consequently with the 
eternal intention which willed that we 
should be at all. Let a flower be a 
flower, a shallow a shallow, a rock a 
rock, and let a man be a man and not 
a fox, a hare, a hog or a bird of prey; 
this is the sum of the whole matter,”’
